DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment received on May 23, 2007 is acknowledged and entered. 
Claims 1 and 8 have been amended. Claims 5-7 and 13-38 have been canceled. 
No claims have been added. Claims 1-4 and 8-12 are currently pending. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on May 23, 2007 has been entered. 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Page 24, line 24, "b" should be "by". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 1-4 and 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
based on a disclosure which is not enabling. Processing a digital image is 
critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) 
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is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 
USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

The examiner is unable to determine how transmission takes place 
without processing the digital image. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 

matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

As per claims 1 and 8, the examiner is unable to determine from the claim 
language "detecting a defect on said object by processing the results" what the 
applicant is claiming. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the results 1 ' in line 7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said processed" in line 9. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the presence" in line 13. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "said the results" in line 7. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "the presence" in line 12. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
the applicant's disclosure. 

1) Katsuda et al. (US PG Pub. 2002/015481 1), which disclose a method 
for non-destructive inspection, apparatus thereof and digital camera system. 

2) Nakajima et al. (US Patent Number 7,075,571), which disclose a digital 
camera, and system for detecting falsification of an image. 

3) Shinoda et al. (US PG Pub. 2001/0027450), which disclose a method of 
detecting changed contents.
